Troubles in great profusion were 
encountered last evening by the mem­ 
bers 
of 
the 
Trentvale 
equalizing 
board, who met at the city engineer's 
(.dice to hear grievances from prop­ 
erty owners who have filed objections 
to their assessments. 
Many of 
the 
parties 
who 
had 
‘•kicks” to register erroneously enter­ 
tained the impression that the equaliz­ 
ing board had the power to cut down 
the assessments. This was what they 
insisted on. but, 
of 
course, 
their 
wishes could not be gratified. 
It is a matter difficult of conjecture 
to determine how 
the 
assessments 
that have been made can De equalized. 
The board now at work is restrained 
from changing the assessments so as 
to affect the total amount of money 
represented. 
It is only 
empowered 
vith authority to make 
the 
assess­ 
ments conform with the benefits de­ 
rived from the Trentvale street 
im­ 
provement and to take off of one levy, 
in ease they consider that it has been 
unfair, and add to another which has 
been assessed in a sum less than the 
benefits amount to. 
Regardless of the 
fart 
that 
the 
equalizing board has been endeavoring 
to act with 
all possible fairness, 
it 
has thus far been an impossibility to 
come to an y satisfactory agreement 
with any of the property owners not 
directly benefited by 
the 
Trentvale 
improvement. Half of the dissatisfied 
property holders who met with the 
board last evening declared that they 
were not benefited a penny's worth 
.and absolutely refused to pay 
any­ 
thing. 
Those living on Trentvale street be­ 
yond the point where the paving ends 
agreed to pay their assessment if the 
street was improved to the city limit, 
or out far enough 
to 
reach 
their 
property. 
They contended that they 
I ad been charged in excess of many 
of those who have the paving in front 
of-their properties and were not back­ 
ward in charging that they had been 
treated with the utmost unfairness. 
Numerous errors have been found 
in the work of the assessing 
board 
Peter Devine, living in an alley west 
cf Trentvale street, is charged up with 
a frontage of 195 feet, when he only 
owns 90 feet. His assessment amounts 
to $129, while other* owning more than 
rouble the property he does in 
the 
«ame location, are charged lees than 
Ii alf of his assessment. 
Albert Geon, who owns about 
50 
lots 
on the hillside between Trent­ 
vale street and Calcutta road, is book­ 
ed to pay the sum of $255.60. There 
is not even a lane or alley leading 
from Trentvale street to his property, 
and for this reason 
he 
makes 
the 
claim that his benefits from the street 
improvement amount to nothing. 
He 
positively refuses to pay a cent and 
proposes to fight in the courts. 
George Phillips was assessed $20 for 
one lot, while another lot of equal size 
adjoining and receiving identically the 
same benefits, was only assessed $7. 
He believes 
he has 
been 
unfairly 
treated. 
Dozens of others presented similar 
grievances and declared they 
would 
not pay a cent until they were forced 
to do so by law. The members of the 
equalizing board soon found that they 
were “up against it" and advised their 
‘ tormentors'' to present their woes 
to council. 
• 
A petition was filed by the board. 
signed by about 20 property holders, 
who refused to pay the money charg­ 
ed against them. A similar petition 
Las also been filed with council.

President Roosevelt in his speech, 
said in part: 
With delicate and thoughtful cour­ 
tesy you originally asked me to come 
to this exposition on the birthday of 
A braham Lincoln. 
The invitation no. 
only showed a fine generosity and 
maniliness in you, my hosts, but it 
also em phasized how completely we 
are now a united people. 
In my regim ent there 
were cer­ 
tainly as many men whose fathers 
had served in the southern, as there 
w ere men whose fathers had served 
in the northern army. 


Ex-Confederate 
Rules 
Islands. 
A few’ months ago. owing to the en 
forced absence of the governor of the 
Philippines, it became 
necessary to 
nom inate a vice governor to take his 
place—one of the 
m ost 
im portant 
places in our governm ent at this time. 
I nominated as vice governor an ex­ 
confederate, 
Gen. 
L uke W right, of 
Tennessee. 
It is therefore an ex-con­ 
federate who now stands as the ex­ 
ponent of this governm ent and this 
people In th at great group of islands 
in the eastern seas over which 
the 
American flag floats. 
You have m ade a particular effort 
in your exhibition to get into touch 
with the W est Indies. 
This is wise. 
The events of the last few’ years 
have shown us th a t the "West Indies 
and the isthm us m ust in the* future 
occupy a far larger place in our na­ 
tional policy than in the past. 
This 
is proved by tho negotiation for the 
purchase of the Danish Islands, the 
acquisition of Porto Rico, the prep­ 
aration 
for 
building 
an 
isthm ian 
canal, and, finally, by the 
changed 
relations which these years have pro­ 
duced between us and Cuba. 
As a 
nation wre have an especial right to 
ta k e honest pride in w hat we have 
clone for Cuba. 
Our critics abroad 
and a t home have insisted th a t we 
never Intended bo leave the island. 
But on the 20th of next month Cuba 
becomes a free republic, and we turn 
over to th e islanders the control of 
their own government. 
It would be 
very difficult to find a parallel in th" 
conduct of any other great state that 
has occupied such a position as ours. 
W e have kept our word and done our 
duty, ju st a a an honest Individual 
in private life keeps his word and 
does his duty. 
W e have rightfully insisted upon 
Cuba adopting toward us an attitude 
differing politically 
from 
th a t she 
adopts tow ard any other power; a n i 
in return, as a m atter of right, we 
.m ust give to Cuba a different—that 
is. a better—position economically in 
h er relations with us than we give 
to other powers. 
This is the course 
dictated by sound policy, by a wise 
and far-sighted view of our own in­ 
terest, and by tho position we haw* 
taken during the past four years. 
We 
are a wealthy and powerful country 
dealing with a much w eaker onej and 
th e contrast in wealth and strength 
m akes it all the more our duty to 
deal with Cuba, as we have already

indispensable to the general welfare

tho laws m ust be fair and honest. 
The laws are not to be adm inistered 
either in th e interest of the poor man 
or the interest of the rich man.

Islands. 
A few’ months ago. owing to the «n 
forced absence of the governor of the 
Philippines, it became 
necessary to 
nominate a vice governor to take his 
place—one of the 
most 
important 
places in our government at this time. 
I nominated as vice governor an ex- 
confederate, 
Gen. 
Luke; Wright, of 
Tennessee. 
It is therefore an ex-con­ 
federate who now’ stands as the ex­ 
ponent of this government and this 
people In that great group of islands 
in the eastern seas over which 
the 
American flag floats. 
You have made a particular effort 
in your exhibition to get into touch 
with the West Indies. 
This is wise. 
The events of the last, few’ years 
have shown us that the West Indies 
and the isthmus must in the future 
occupy a far larger plate in our na 
tional policy than in the past. 
This 
is proved by the negotiation for the 
purchase of the Danish islands, the 
acquisition of Porto Rico, the prep­

^corked for good; but they must w’ork 
under the law, and tho laws concern­

as 
to 
the most powerful 
labor union. 
Our laws must he wise, 
sane, healthy, conceived in th* spirit 
of those who scorn the mere agitator, 
the mere inciter of class or sectional 
hatred; who wish justice for all men 
who recognize tho need of adhering 
so far as possible to the old American 
doctrine of giving the widest possible 
scope for the free exercise of indi 
vidual initiative, and yet who recog­ 
nize also that 
after 
combinations 
have roached a certain stage it. is 
indispensable to the general welfare 
that the nation should exercise over 
them, cautiously 
and 
with self-re­ 
straint, but 
firmly, the 
power of 
supervision and regulation. 
Above all. the 
administration of 
the government, the enforcement of 
the laws must he fair and honest. 
The law’s are not to he administered 
either in the interest of the poor man 
or the interest of the rich man. They 
are simply to he administered justly.

H o w t h e C o b ra G iv e s W a r n in g . 
The most dangerous reptiles of Indin 
and Africa are Hie cobras. No snakes, 
not even rattlesnakes, are more dread­ 
ed, and with reason. 
As the rattle­ 
snake warns the ear by its significant 
“rattle,’’ so the cobras warn the eye by 
the mode In which they expand the up­ 
per part of the body when irritated. 
This expansion is produced by a sud­ 
den movement of the ribs of that re­ 
gion of the body. Usually they incline 
backward, but the animal when Irritat­ 
ed makes them stand out at right an­ 
gles to the body and so, of course, 
forces outward the skin which covers 
them. Thus the neck, or part just be­ 
hind the head, becomes greatly ex­ 
panded and flattened, os it also does, 
though in a less degree, In the Austra­ 
lian blacksnake. 
This expansion Is called a hood, and 
so the animals are called 
hooded 
snakes. 
In some of them there Is on 
the back of the hoot! a dark mark, 
something like a pair of spectacles, and 
they have therefore been called specta­ 
cle snakes.

Charleston. S. C., April IO.—Thb 
events of "Pres lien t'a . Day” at the 
Exposition, yesterday, began with a 
grand procession through the prin­ 
cipal streets of Charleston, and after 
wards there were .speeches in the 
Exposition 
auditorium, 
the 
repre­ 
sentation of a sword to Major Mio an 
Jenkins the Pi* sident 
making 
the 
presentation speech, 
a luncheon at 
the Woman's building, and inspect­ 
ion of th J grounds 
and 
buildings. 
The parade w'as tahe most important 
that Charleston has ever seen. 
Be­ 
side the President and distinguished 
visitors, United States artillerymen. 
U. S. Marines and 
jackets, there 
were soldiers from various 
States 
President Roosevelt iu his speech, 
said in part: 
With delicate and thoughtful cour­ 
tesy you originally asked me to conic 
to this exposition on the birthday of 
Abraham Lincoln. 
The invitation no. 
only showed a fine generosity and 
inaniliness in you, my hosts, but It 
also emphasized how- completely we 
are now a united people. 
In my regiment there 
wore cer­ 
tainly as many men whose father-; 
bad served in the southern, as there 
were men whose fathers had served 
in the northern army. 


Ex-Confederate 
Rules 
Islands. 
A few months ago. owing to the in 
forced absence of the governor of the 
Philippines, it became 
necessary to 
nominate a vice govt rnor to take his 
place—one of the 
most 
important 
places in our government at this time. 
I nominated as vice governor an ex­ 
confederate. 
Gen. 
I.uke; Wright, of 
Tennessee. 
It is therefore an ex-con­ 
federate who now stands as the ex­ 
ponent of this government and this 
people in that great group of islands 
in the eastern seas over which 
the 
American flag floats. 
You have made a particular effort 
in your exhibition to get into tout ii 
with the West Indies. 
This is wise. 
The events of the last few years 
have shown us that the W est Indies 
and the isthmus must in the future 
occupy a far larger place in our na­ 
tional policy than in the past. 
This 
is proved by tho negotiation for the 
purchase of the Danish islands, tho 
acquisition of Porto Rico, the prep­ 
aration 
for 
building 
an 
isthmian 
canal, and. finally, by tho 
changed 
relations Which these years have pro­ 
duced between us and Cuba. 
As a 
nation we have an especial right to 
take honest pride in what we have 
done for Cuba. 
Our critics abroad 
and at home have insisted that we 
never intended bo leave the island. 
But on the 20th of next month Cuba 
becurses a free republic, and we turn 
over to the islanders the control of 
their own govt rnrnent.

is. a better—position economically In 
her relations with us than we give 
other powers.

In 
many ways these combinations have 
worked for good: but they must work 
under the law, and the law's concern­ 
ing them must be just and wise. or 
they will inevitably do evil; and this

the most powerful 
labor union. 
Our laws must be wise, 
sane, healthy, conceived in th< spirit 
of those who scorn the mere agitator, 
the mere inciter of class or sectional 
hatred: who wish justice for all men;
